Jury Ordered; Civil Cases 
Will Be Tried Next Week 


A special session of the grand 
jury for the Blba Division of Cof- 
fee County has been ordered by 
Judge W,.

‘Three 
other young white men, Carnley 
Mobley, Clayborn Griswold and 
Gillis Stevens, who were also held 
in jail charged with complicity in 
the crime, were released Monday. 

If the grand jury returns an in- 
dictment against Tervin, he will 
probably go on trial during the 
regular criminal term of court 
which will convene at Elba for a 
two-weeks session on Monday, De- 
cember 5.

affects our schools, our health, our 
financial condition and our very 
living standards, In my last ar- 
ticle I pointed briefly to the ef- 
fect these problems of the South 
had on our financial conditions, 
home conveniences and improve- 
ments, and our living standards. 

Today, I will attempt to show 
you further effects of these soil- 
depleting, soil-robbing, income-de- 
creasing problems facing us in 
Alabama today. I am going to 
quote some challenging figure® and 
facts that you and T and every 
other Southern farmer and_ busi- 
ness man should do all in our pow- 
er to ccrrect. 

In Alabama such 
pellagra, typhoid fever, malaria, 
hookworm, and tuberculosis are 
much more prevalent than in oth- 
er sections of the country. Due 
to low income, inefficient diet, and 
lack of facilities, the control of 
these common diseases is difficult. 

Alabama has far fewer doctors,

nurses, and hospital beds per unit 
of populatoin than any other sec- 
tion of the country, Many rural 
communities of the South are prac- 
tically isolated from well trained 
medical personnel and the people 
are therefore the greater suffer- 
ers from all health hazards, 

What about the schools in the 
South? Have these problems made 
themselves felt there, too? Most 
decidedly so, The South, of which 
Alabama is a typical State, is 
attempting to educate one-third of 
the nation's children with one- 
sixth of the nation’s school reve- 
nue. An annual expenditure of 
250 millions of dollars would be 
required to bring the average ex- 
penditure per pupil up to the na- 
tional average, This lack of funds 
has resulted in shorter terms, few- 
er grades, less school property and 
equipment, and underpaid teachers. 

Next week I will point out other 
problems and factors that are 
working against the South's ag- 
riculture, It is only through an 
understanding of our conditions 
that we can make any progress 
in improvement,

AUBURN, Ala.-Alabuma farm- 
ers already will have their 1939 
acreage allotments when they vote 
December 10 on whether market- 
ing’ quotas shall be applied on next 
year’s cotton crop, 

A .W. Jones, administrative of- 
ficer of the AAA in Alabama, said 
today the allotments were expect- 
ea to be in the hands of farmers 
at least a week before the refer- 
endum so they will know exactly 
how many acres they will be per- 
mitted to market cotton from un- 
der the 1939 program, if the yote 
carries, 

Last spring farmers did not 
know what their allotments would 
be when they voted overwhelming- 
ly for marketing quotas, 

By having the acreage allot- 
ments before the veferendum, a 
farmer will not only be able to 
know just how the marketing 
quota will affect him, if passed by 
two-thirds of the cotton produc- 
ers, but he also will be in a much 
better position to plan his farming 
operations next year, Jones said, 

The AAA office stated the de- 
lay in getting the farm bill pass- 
ed last spring, resulting in allot- 
ments not being issued to growers 
until late in the spring, caused 
some dissatisfaction among the 
growers, 

The present supply of American 
cotton, Jones said, is one of the 
largest of all times—more than 
25,000,000 bales. 

If the marketing quota system 
15 disapproved by more than one- 
third of the farmers, he stated, the 
loan program under the law also 
will be defeated. He predicted

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give no- 
tice, direct and proclaim that on 
Tuesday, the 8th day of Novem- 
ber, 1938, an election will be held 
at the several polling places with- 
in the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law, 
upon the following Amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901, as follows:

ALABAMA 


\By A. W. JONES, Administra-| 
tive Officer 


The small amount of land avail- 


able per person in Alabama which 
forces farmers to try to produce 
intensively cultivated cash crops 
that deplete the soil, the rolling 
typography of the land whieh 
makes it subject to severe erosion 
and the tariff and freight rate 
discrimination against the South 
affects our schools, our health, our 
financial condition and our very 
living standards, In my last ar- 
ticle I pointed briefly to the ef- 
fect these problems of the South 
had on our financial conditions, 
home conveniences and improve- 
ments, and our living standards. 

Today, I will attempt to show 
you further effects of these soil- 
depleting, soil-robbing, income-de- 
creasing problems facing us in 
Alabama today. I am going to 
quote some challenging figure® and 
facts that you and T and every 
other Southern farmer and_ busi- 
ness man should do all in our pow- 
er to ccrrect. 

In Alabama such 
pellagra, typhoid fever, malaria, 
hookworm, and tuberculosis are 
much more prevalent than in oth- 
er sections of the country. Due 
to low income, inefficient diet, and 
lack of facilities, the control of 
these common diseases is difficult. 

Alabama has far fewer doctors, 


diseases as

nurses, and hospital beds per unit 
of populatoin than any other sec- 
tion of the country, Many rural 
communities of the South are prac- 
tically isolated from well trained 
medical personnel and the people 
are therefore the greater suffer- 
ers from all health hazards, 

What about the schools in the 
South? Have these problems made 
themselves felt there, too? Most 
decidedly so, The South, of which 
Alabama is a typical State, is 
attempting to educate one-third of 
the nation's children with one- 
sixth of the nation’s school reve- 
nue. An annual expenditure of 
250 millions of dollars would be 
required to bring the average ex- 
penditure per pupil up to the na- 
tional average, This lack of funds 
has resulted in shorter terms, few- 
er grades, less school property and 
equipment, and underpaid teachers. 

Next week I will point out other 
problems and factors that are 
working against the South's ag- 
riculture, It is only through an 
understanding of our conditions 
that we can make any progress 
in improvement,

AUBURN, Ala.-Alabuma farm- 
ers already will have their 1939 
acreage allotments when they vote 
December 10 on whether market- 
ing’ quotas shall be applied on next 
year’s cotton crop, 

A .W. Jones, administrative of- 
ficer of the AAA in Alabama, said 
today the allotments were expect- 
ea to be in the hands of farmers 
at least a week before the refer- 
endum so they will know exactly 
how many acres they will be per- 
mitted to market cotton from un- 
der the 1939 program, if the yote 
carries, 

Last spring farmers did not 
know what their allotments would 
be when they voted overwhelming- 
ly for marketing quotas, 

By having the acreage allot- 
ments before the veferendum, a 
farmer will not only be able to 
know just how the marketing 
quota will affect him, if passed by 
two-thirds of the cotton produc- 
ers, but he also will be in a much 
better position to plan his farming 
operations next year, Jones said, 

The AAA office stated the de- 
lay in getting the farm bill pass- 
ed last spring, resulting in allot- 
ments not being issued to growers 
until late in the spring, caused 
some dissatisfaction among the 
growers, 

The present supply of American 
cotton, Jones said, is one of the 
largest of all times—more than 
25,000,000 bales. 

If the marketing quota system 
15 disapproved by more than one- 
third of the farmers, he stated, the 
loan program under the law also 
will be defeated. He predicted 
“it is logical to expect increas- 


ed planting and production of cot-

Two new sugarcane varieties 
that combine disease resistance 
with many qualities for Syrup 


making—C, P. 29-116 and Co. 290 
may largely replace other dis- 
case-tolerant varieties now grown 
in Alabama, says M. D, Harman, 
extension specialist in syrup and 
Syrup crops at the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, Auburn, Pro- 
duced by plant breeders of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
the two new varieties are especial- 
ly adapted to syrup-producing 
areas, although they ave grown in 
Sugar-planting areas as well. 

Tests at Cairo, Ga., Meridian and 
Poplarville, Miss., show that both 
varieties grow straight and erect 
stalks which ordinarily are longer 
and larger in diameter than those 
varieties commonly grown in this 
section. Both varieties strip eas- 
ily, and this advantage, combined 
with the facet that they have a 
Smaller number of stalks per ton 
of cane, makes harvesting much 
cheaper, 

The Co, 290 has yielded good 
Stands consistently on first stub- 
ble, usually good stands as a sec- 
ond stubble, and in some instances 
a good stand on the third stubble, 
Mr. Harman reports. The C. P. 
29-116 has not been testéd so wide- 
ly but preliminary tests show its 
ralooning qualities will equal, if 
not exceed, those of Co. 290, 

A lower percentage of fiber and 
relative softness of stalk make 
possible a greater recovery of 
juice on low-power mills common- 
ly used in the syrup-producing 
states i 

Although neither of the two new 
varieties is entirely immune from 
mosaic and red-rot—two of the 
principal diseases prevalent in all 
areas where sugarcane is grown 
they withstand the effects of the 
reasonably well,

Hxodus 20:8-11; Luke

| “GOLDEN TEXT—Remember the Sab- 
batt! day, to Keep it holy,—Wxodus 20:8, 


pest—how full of meaning that 
litle Word is when we recall that 
jt means quiet for the struggling 
one, Calm for the troubled, repose 
for the weary, tranquillity for the 
disturbed, cessation of labor for the 
wortout one, God in His infinite 
wisdom saw that without rest man 
would soon destroy himself, and He 
made provision for one day in seven 
when labor should cease and man 
should be free for that re-creation 
of soul and body which should fit 
him for the labor of the week. Men 
in their greed have coveted the time 
God ave for rest and have used it 
for themselves, and the ragged 
nerves and broken bodies, to say 
nothing of the impoverished spirits 
of our day, testify that it can be 
done Only at our peril 

our study centers around Serip- 
turé Passages which have to do with 
the Jewish Sabbath, but since it was 
essenually a day of rest, and afford- 
ed #0 opportunity for the worship 
of God, the principles surrounding it 
are “Pplicable to our day of rest— 
the first day of the week, the Lord's 
Day: 

1. Why We Keep a Day of Rest 
(pxod. 20;8-11), 

1, God commanded that there 
should be a day of rest—one out of 
seyen—and that should be sufficient 
to cause His people to ‘‘remember”’ 
the day ‘‘to keep it holy.”’ It is 
cause for grave concern that Sun- 
day as become a day of swimming, 
hiking, auto-driving, golfing, and one 
might go on with the list almost 
indefinitely. Many men or women 
who have had built into their own 
characters the stalwart virtues nur- 
tured by family attendance at the 
house of God, have not only for- 
gotten their own need and responsi- 
bility but are destroying every ves- 
tige Of interest in divine worship in 
the hearts of their children. It is 
seriOUS business to go astray one- 
self, but infinitely more serious to 
misiead one’s own children, 


notice that the day of rest was 
to pe not only for the family but 
also for servants and for visitors, 
The employer who operates his fac- 
tory or office on Sunday violates 
this Commandment. Note also that 
the Man who is to rest on the sev- 
entp day is supposed to work on the 
six days.

g, Active in service (vy. 13). In 
spite of the criticism which He knew 
would come from the lazy and help- 
less Standers-by, Jesus did the work 
of God. We may glorify God by be- 
ing ready—yes anxious—to serve in 
the church. Our daily work is set 
aside 0n the Lord's Day not that we 
shouJd be indolent, but that we

If H. G. Wells Hadn’t Broken His Leg 


Sixty years ago, a group of boys 
were playing on the streets of a 
London suburb when an 
occurred, One of the bigger boys 
picked up «a little chap, called 
Bertie Wells, and tossed him high 
in the air; but instead of cutch- 
ing Bertie when he came down, the 
big boy dropped him and broke

You 
have probably vead some of his 
books, He has written over sev- 
enty-five volumes; and he himself

admits that that broken leg was 
perhaps the luckiest thing that 
ever happened to him, Why? He- 


cause it kept him confined to the 
house for a whole year, He de- 
voured every book he could get, 


because there was nothing else he 
could do, 

Today, H. G, Wells is one of the 
highest paid authors on earth, He 
has probably made a million dol- 
lars with his pen; yet he was 
brought up in pinching poverty. 

Finally, the crockery shop fail- 
ed. The family was desperate, 
£0 his mother had to take a jon 
as a housekeeper on a big’ estate 
in Sussex. Naturally, she lived 
with the servants, and H. G. Wells 
often went there to visit her, And 
il was there that he got his first 
peep into English society life—and 


he got that peep from the serv- 
ants’ quarters. 
The future author of The Out- 


line of History started out in busi- 
ness life, at the age of thirteen, 
4s a dry goods clerk. He had to 
get up at five o'clock, sweep out 
the store, build the fire, and slave 
for fourteen hours a day. It was 
drudgery, and he despised it, At 
the end of one month, the boss 
fired him because he was untidy 
énd slovenly and troublesome. 


He finally got a job clerking in 
another dry goods store. He had 
to eat, so this time he held out a 


bit longer. But when the filoor- 
walker wasn’t looking’ he would 
sneak down into the cellar and 


read Herbert Spencer, 

After two years, he could stand 
it no longer, So he got up one 
Sunday morning and, without 
waiting’ for breakfast, he tramped 
fifteen miles on an empty stomach 
to find his mother. He was frantic, 
He pleaded with her. He wept. 
He swore that he would kill him- 
self if he had to remain in the 
shop any longer.
